‘On ‘March 31st, 
1920, the partnership was dissolved, In 
fact, Mr, Worcester had left Hongkong 
in 1917, but be acted.as the firm's agent 
in Shanghai, and for tbat reason his 
name was kept. THe firm was fnirly suc- 
cessful, and on its dissolution; he received 
from twenty to thirty thousand dollars, 
During thestime the firm existed he had
